GENERAL  COMMENTS 

Application  has  been  made  to  establish  and  license  a wrecking  facility 
approximately  two  acres  in  size  on  a 40  acre  parcel  along  Scandia  Road  two 
miles  north  of  Shepherd,  Montana.  There  are  no  local  zoning  ordinances  in 
effect  which  would  prohibit  this  proposed  land  use  at  this  location  accord- 
ing to  a certification  on  the  application. 

State  law  requires  junked  vehicles  to  be  shielded  from  public  view. 
Public  view  is  that  point  6 feet  above  the  center  of  any  public  road. 

This  proposed  site  is  visible  from  Scandia  Road  and  Shepherd  Road.  Both 
are  public  county  roads. 

Topographical  differences  between  the  proposed  site  and  the  public 
roads  are  such  that  very  little  of  the  entire  40  acre  parcel  can  be  phys- 
ically screened  from  view  and  used  as  a wrecking  facility.  A small  area  on 
high  ground  adjacent  to  Scandia  Road  measuring  approximately  270  feet 
east-west  by  210  feet  north-south  has  been  proposed  for  licensing.  Artifi- 
cial shielding  from  Scandia  and  Shepherd  Roads  is  necessary  on  the  south 
and  east  sides  of  the  facility.  The  proposed  site  is  presently  screened 
from  view  on  the  north  and  a portion  of  the  west  sides  due  to  natural 
topography. 

The  applicant  plans  to  build  a wooden  fence  of  sufficient  height  and 
density  to  properly  shield  the  facility  from  view  along  the  south,  east, 
and  visible  portion  of  the  west  sides.  If  constructed  in  accordance  with 
the  standards  in  Rule  16.14.202  ARM,  the  facility  will  be  in  compliance 
with  state  law. 

The  east  fence  in  particular  must  be  carefully  constructed  such  that 
it  will  be  high  enough  to  screen  the  yard.  The  site  is  not  level  and  it 
may  be  possible  to  see  over  the  top  of  the  east  fence  if  it  is  built  too 
low  or  if  vehicles  are  stacked  too  high.  A north-south  drift  fence  through 
the  middle  area  of  this  yard  may  be  necessary  to  adequately  shield  from  the 
road. 


The  facility  may  not  be  expanded  in  size  beyond  the  area  which  can  be 
properly  shielded.  Although  the  original  application  lists  all  40  acres  as 
the  proposed  site,  not  all  40  acres  will  be  licensed  for  operation.  Only 
the  screened  portion  will  be  licensed.  No  license  will  be  issued  until  the 
facility  is  properly  screened  from  view. 

Land  use  in  this  area  is  primarily  agricultural  and  low  density  rural 
residential  in  nature.  In  the  absence  of  local  zoning  regulations,  this 
commercial/industrial  land  use  should  have  no  significant  impact  on  known 
environmental  plans  or  goals.  It  should  have  no  permanent  impact  on 
existing  or  future  land  uses  although  it  will  add  some  diversity  of  activi- 
ty to  this  generally  agricultural  area. 


Some  minor  increase  in  demand  for  government  services  may  be  expected. 
Solid  waste  management,  law  enforcement,  fire  protection  and  road  mainte- 
nance demands  may  increase  as  a result  of  this  action  but  not  significant- 
ly. Routine  inspections  by  state  and  local  junk  vehicle  program  personnel 
will  be  required  to  assure  the  facility  is  operated  and  maintained  in 
compliance  with  state  law.
